HOUSE BODY O.K.’S 
2 PER CENT LIMIT 
ON . IMMIGRATION 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Restric- 
tion of immigration to this country on 
a basis of 2 per cent of the foreign 
citizens of each country here in 1890, 
with an annual minimum quota of 200 
for each nation, was voted today by 
the house immigration committee in 
drafting a new bill. 

The provision in the Johnson bill 
providing for admission also of 2 per 
cent of the blood relatives of citizens 
now here was stricken out. A provi- 
sion was agreed upon, however, allow- 
ing unrestricted entry of wives or hus- 
bands of citizens, their children under 
18 years old, and their mothers and 
fathers over 55. 

The present law, which expires on 
June 30, restricts immigration to 3 per 
cent of the foreign-born of each nation 
here in 1910. The restriction voted 
today would cut by more than half 
the present quotas of many countries, 
affecting most severely the southern 
and eastern European countries.
